Dear Mr. Nash: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated April 20, 
2012, in which you requested, "the Report of Investigation (ROI), the closing memo, 
and/or the final report for the investigation titled, "Manna from Heaven: Fraudulent 
Acquisition of Surplus Property," which closed on 2/6/12." In a conversation with Office 
of Inspector General (OIG) Assistant Counsel, Nicole Matthis, on May 8, 2012, you 
agreed to amend this request to only the case closing memorandum concerning this 
investigation. 

We searched the Office of Inspector General (OIG) files and found documents responsive 
to your request, which we are releasing to you, with certain information withheld under 
exemptions 6 and 7(C) of the FOIA. Information redacted under Exemption 6 of the 
FOIA, 5 U.S.C. §522(b) (6), relates to personal information regarding persons other than 
yourself. Release of this information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of 
the personal privacy of the persons mentioned in the records. Information withheld 
pursuant to Exemption 7(C) of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. §522(b)(7)(C), relates to personal 
information regarding persons other than yourself that is contained in investigatory files. 
Release of this information could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of the personal privacy of the persons mentioned in the records. Information 
marked as redacted under exemption 7(C) is also being withheld under Exemption 6. 

You have the right to appeal the adequacy of our search or for disclosure of any 
undisclosed information by writing to the Freedom of Information Act Officer, Office of 
the Inspector General, General Services Administration, 1800 F Street NW, Room 5326, 
Washington, D.C. 20405, within 120 days of your receipt of this letter. The appeal must 
be in writing and contain a statement of reasons for the appeal. Please enclose copies of 
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your initial request and this response. The envelope and letter should be clearly marked 
as a "Freedom of Information Act Appeal."
